ords by [ts experienced historian- 
editor, Francis Parkman, is what 
must certainly be the definitive 
story of Gould Academy, Every liv- 
ing graduate of Gould as well as 
exfaculty members, current un- 
dergraduates and faculty, will find 
“ rewarding treasutedrove of dait- 
ly drawn character sketches of 
those who, often against seeming: 
ly unsurmeuntable odds, persever- 
ed in seeing the school safely 
through personnel and financial 
storms which threatened more 
than once to force it to close its 
doors, 

When, ag In the history of 
Gould, a school presents many 
problems associated with two types 
of school: a public high school 
and a private boarding: school, 
ther It's a doubled task of inter- 
viewing and researching which 
{need Mr. Parkman. He discover.

tence 24—-count ‘em, 24!—— princi- 
pals came and went in what might 
facetiously be named the “ravalv- 
ing door syndrome.”

1887 to 1936, and whose portrait 
faces the title page of this volume. 
Like Atlas of old, this man bore 
Gould on his shoulders for 52 
weeks of every year; enroliment, 
heavy teaching load, administra- 
tion, public service, student dis- 
cipline, deyoted father to a grow: 
ing family, all of these he handled 
with grace, dignity, and marked 
success, 

Mr. Parkman has written on all 
of the preceding names with the 
same emphasis on thelr traits as 
congenial, self-sacrificing Gould 
backers. However, even as we may 
believe that without the guiding 
hand of Frank Hanscom Gould 
might well have closed its doors 
in the early 20th century, so, in 
this review, its only just and fair 
that the same tribute may be paid 
fo Sidney Davidson, whose wis- 
dom and financial acumen were 
instrumental in applying the dol- 
jar transfusion to the sometimes 
faltering financial bloodstream of 
the school. Might we say, in box- 
ing term, that this books shows 
in complete détail the ‘one-two 
punch’ which the team of Hanscom 
and Davidson, with Williom Bing:

THEIR REGISTRATIONS 

Secretary of State Mark Gartley 
urges Maine motorists to theck 
thelr registration certificates to 
learn. the expiration date of their 
current registration, 

Garey explained that under the 
new stagger registration system 
approximately 40,000 passenger 
car registrations expire at mid 
night of the Inst day of cach 
month, This system is serving Its 
jolended purpose of distriputing 
the reregistration work load 
throughout the year and has 
tliminated the endless walling 
lines that appeared cach February 
in front of the Motor Vehicle Raj 
istratlon Offices. However, one 
feature or byproduct of the slag: 
ger program is that now motor 
Jsts must be aware of their ex- 
piralon month and re-register 
thelr ear before the deadline. 
Failure to reregister on time 
places a motorist in the unplea 
vant positlon of possibly being cit- 
ed for driving an ynregistered mo 
tor vehiele, 

The best way to determine the 
expiration month of your registra: 
tion Is to check dither the reg: 
istration certificate or the valida: 
tion stickers on the number plate. 
Both the certificate and tha stlek 
ery Indicate the month of expira- 
thon. For exaniple, if the vallda- 
tlon sticker on your plates rears 
“May 76" it méans that the rege 
istration on that car expires at 
maldnight on May 31, 1976.
